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Applicant argued that the Izawa reference fails to disclose "an individual packet data unit that encapsulates all of a first header section, a 
first payload section, a second header section, a second payload section, and a tralier section" in claim 9, the Examiner respecfully 
disagrees. The claim calls for a frame that comprises a first header section and a first payload section associated with the first header 
section, a second header section and a second payload section associated with the second header section, and a trailer section. The 
Izawa reference discloses in Fig. 2 that a frame is composed of multiple L2-PDU units, wherein the frame comprises a first L2- 
PDU comprising a first header, a first payload and a second L2-PDU comprising a second header, a second payload and a trailer. 
Therefore, the limitations argued by applicant are met by the Izawa reference. 
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
